I have the honour to submit the following Report of 
Proceedings under the Diseases of Animals Acts and the Main- 
tenance of Live Stock Act, 1915, for the year 1918. 

I. LEGISLATION. 

Nine Orders under the Diseases of Animals Acts were issued 
by the Department during 1918. Of these, three related to the 
suspension and restoration of the standing regulations governing 
the importation of sheep from Scotland : two related to the pro- 
hibition of the landing in Ireland of dogs from Great Britain 
and the Channel Islands : and one to restrictions on the move- 
ment of hay and straw from Great Britain to Ireland. The re- 
maining three were purely local and casual in their application 
and effect. 


II. DISEASES OF ANIMALS. 

No change was made during the year in the list of diseases 
liable to be dealt with under the Diseases of Animals Acts in 
Ireland. Of the Bovine diseases, Anthrax, of which two iso- 
lated outbreaks were recorded, was the only one dealt with. 
Disease amongst sheep and swine was confined to those pecu- 
liar to the respective species, viz.-, Sheep Scab and Swine 
Fever. Among equines, Parasitic Mange was the only malady 
requiring official attention. 

The provisions of the Department’s Order relating to the 
slaughter of cattle on account of Tuberculosis remained in abey- 
ance° during 1918, and Bovine Tuberculosis, therefore, remained 
outside the scope of official action. 

For yet another year no outbreak of Foot and Mouth 
Disease was recorded in Ireland, though 
FOOT and mouth cause for anxiety was not lacking, as an 
disease. outbreak occurred in England (at Burwask, 

East Essex) in September. Th.e special 
precautions customarily adopted in such circumstances were, 
accordingly, taken at once as regards Ireland. The importation

of ruminants and swine from Great Britain was discontinued, 
and restrictions placed on the importation of hay and straw from 
that country. The usual arrangements were made also for the 
disinfection at all Irish Ports of drovers, dealers, and other per- 
sons landing in Ireland after being in contact with animals in 
Great Britain. 


Two outbreaks of Anthrax, as compared with three for the 
preceding year, were recorded in Ireland 
anthrax. during the twelve months under review, 
one in County Mayo, and the other in 
County Antrim. The mortality in each case was confined to a 
single animal . . 

As anticipated in my Report dealing with the incidence of 
Sheep Scab in 1917, the statistics with re- 
sheep scab. gard to the disease in 1918 show an appre- 
ciable diminution in the number of out- 
breaks as compared with preceding years. The number of 
outbreaks recorded during the twelve months, 355, was, in fact, 
less than in any year since 1907, a matter for congratulation, 
notwithstanding that the number of sheep attacked was slightly 
greater than in the previous year and that the stock of sheep in 
the country, as enumerated in 1918, was some 3 per cent, lower 
than in 1917. This diminution of the stock of sheep accounts in 
great measure for the falling off in the number of sheep dipped

The statistics with regard to Swine Fever show that the 
tendency to a decreased prevalence of this 
swine fever. disease 'continued to manifest itself in 1918, 
only 39 outbreaks being recorded during the 
twelve months, as compared with 196 in 1917. The greatest de- 
crease, it will be observed, occurred in the City of Dublin, where 
the number of outbreaks dropped from 84 to 12. It is worthy 
of note, however, that a correspondingly large increase, viz., 
from 2 to 13, should have occurred in the' number of outbreaks 
in the City of Belfast. 

As indicated earlier in this Report, no case of Glanders or 
Farcy occurred in civilian stables in Ireland 
glanders. during the twelve months under review. 

The interests of the national horse breeding' 
industry make it a matter of the first importance that the posi- 
tion of almost complete immunity enjoyed by Ireland in regard 
to the more serious equine diseases such as Glanders should be 
maintained. 
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It is to be regretted that the position with regard to Parasitic 
Mange in 1918 cannot be favourably re- 
PAKASITIC MANGE, ported on. During the twelve months 98 
outbreaks were confirmed, as compared with 
46 in the preceding year. The increase was general throughout 
Leinster, Ulster, and Munster. No outbreaks were reported in 
Connaught. 

It is very satisfactory to record that Ireland continues to pre- 
serve her clean bill of health with respect to Rabies. The dis- 
ease, no case of which has occurred in this 
babies. country for many years, appeared in Devon 
and Cornwall in September, and the Depart- 
ment immediately issued an Order prohibiting the importation 
of dogs from Great Britain. Later on, as the disease showed a 
tendency to increasing prevalence in England, it was considered 
advisable t,o extend the prohibition so as to include dogs from 
the Channel Islands. At the close of the year the prohibition 
continued in force. 

III. EXPORTS OF ANIMALS. 

There was a substantial decrease in the number of animals 
exported from Ireland during 1918 as compared with the pre- 
vious twelve months, the total net decrease being 325,702. The 
export of cattle declined from 888,866 head in 1917 to 720,112 
in 1918. The decrease affected all classes of cattle, with the 
exception of springers, the export of which was only nominal in 
both years. Fat stock show a notable decline to what are, ap- 
proximately, pre-war figures : the export of stores declined by 
over 100,000, owing, without doubt, to the restrictions on the 
export of young heifers; the export of milch cows, which was 
prohibited for the greater part of the year, shows a decrease of 
over 44 per cent. ; while a decline of about 20 per cent, in the 
export of calves is obviously due to the prohibition of the export 
of heifer calves under six months old, which came into force in 
March. 

The export of sheep also decreased in 1918 in a somewhat 
similar ratio to that of cattle, the figures being 614,873 in 1918, 
and 763,111 in the previous year. The figures for 1917 were, 
however, abnormal, while those for 1918 are in excess of those 
for any of the other years of war, and this notwithstanding the 
Orders prohibiting the export from Ireland of in-lamb ewes and 
of female lambs which operated during periods of thisyear. The 
great bulk of the exports consisted of fat sheep and lambs ; the 
export of store sheep being extremely low in comparison with 
the average of previous 'years. 

Swine exports decreased from a total of 199,331 in 191 1 to a 
total of 170,309 in 1918. Of the total decrease of 29,022, the 
export of fat swine declined by rather more than 10 per cent., 
and of stores by more than 65 per cent. 
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A notable feature of the export statistics is the. further con- 
siderable increase indicated in the exportation of goats durino 
1918, the total number leaving Ireland during the year being 
13,341, a figure representing almost the aggregate of exports 
under this head during the previous six years. This was pro- 
bably due to the desire to obtain goats in Great Britain for milch 
purposes. It is to be observed that, as in previous years, the 
import of goats to Ireland was only nominal, and confined to 
high-class stock animals. 

The figures relating to the export of horses, asses, and mules, 
during 1918 show a very considerable increase over those of the 
previous year. Restriction of shipment being withdrawn early 
in 1918, and the demand for military horses abating, the com- 
mercial traffic in horses naturally tended to return to the normal. 
‘The exports for the year amounted to 20,051 — nearly four times 
that for 1917. None of these figures includes horses for military 
purposes, the property of H.M. Government. 

IV. IMPORTS OP ANIMALS. 

The figures with regard to the importation of animals during 
1918 indicate a slight increase compared with those of 1917. 
The total imports for 1918 amount to 12,846, an increase of 715 
over the figures for the previous year. 

Imports of cattle during the year were 327 head, a figure 
which represents a fairly normal volume of traffic from Great 
Britain, allowing for abnormal conditions in the cattle-breeding 
industry. ' 

1 Sheep imports increased from 8,367 in 1917 to 10,256 in 1918, 
the great bulk of the import consisting as usual of stores from 
Scotland. 

Imports of swine reached the high figure of 227, the next 
highest figure in the preceding ten years being 46 in 1909 and 
1913. The increased import of swine, which are admitted for 
breeding purposes only, should augur favourably for the future 
of the pig-breeding industry. 

There was a further decline in the number of horses im- 
ported, the figures being 3,392 for 1917, and 2,024 for the year 
under review; military horses the property of the Government 
being excluded. 

V. MAINTENANCE OF LIVE STOCK. 

Conditions at the commencement of the year made it 
apparent that further steps were necessary to. prevent the de- 
pletion of the country’s stock of cattle, and to secure the milk 
supply of the people. 

The Maintenance of Live Stock (Temporary) Order of 1917, 
whiph imposed restrictions on the slaughter or export of in-calf 
animals, was, accordingly, revoked on 31st March, and replaced 
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by a new Order prohibiting the slaughter or export of heifers 
with less than four permanent incisor teeth up ; or of milch oows 
and cows or heifers in calf ; and the slaughter of bulls or bullocks 
with less than two permanent incisor teeth up. The prohibition 
on the export of milch cows was intermitted during a period of 
two and a half months from 15tli July. Prohibition of the 
slaughter of in-lamb ewes was introduced towards the end of 
January; and, with a view to providing ewes for future breed- 
ing purposes, the slaughter or export of female lambs was made 
subject to a temporary prohibition which lasted from 15th 
August to 14th October. 

The Order relating to cattle made provision for permitting 
the slaughter or export of the animals concerned on the 
authority of a Licence, and in the case of young cattle other 
than calves, this provision was availed of to convert what was 
nominally a prohibition into a regulative expedient for checking 
the wasteful practice of slaughtering animals which were not fit 
for slaughter. 

The Order prohibiting the export of horses from Ireland was 
withdrawn on 26th February, whilst that prohibiting the 
slaughter or export of sows in young was revoked on 1st August, 
havino', it is believed, attained the object of securing the coun- 
try’s pig industry against a threatened shortage of supplies. j 

VI. FOOD CONTROL REGULATIONS. 

In April, 1918, the Veterinary Branch undertook the duty 
imposed on the Department by the Pig and Pig Products (Pro- 
hibition of Export) (Ireland) Order of the Ministry of Food, of 
regulating the export of live swine to Great Britain in accord- 
ance with the scheme of the Ministry of Food for retaining suf- 
ficient supplies in this country and controlling the distribution 
of the surplus across channel. This duty entailed considerable 
additional pressure on the office stall and on the Portal 
Veterinary Inspection stall:, already burdened with much extra 
work under the Maintenance of Live Stock Orders, and it is a 
matter for congratulation that it was discharged not only to the 
satisfaction of the Irish exporters of fat and store swine, but in 
entire accord with the object of the Food Controller's Order. 

In June, however, the Veterinary Branch assumed a duty 
which represented a complete departure from its ordinary activi- 
ties, namely, the regulation of the export of meat. The high 
prices obtainable for meat in Great Britain were accountable tor 
the slaughter of large numbers of immature cattle and the ship- 
ment of the meat from Ireland to Great Britain; besides, the 
system of rationing food supplies in Great Britain having ren- 
dered it desirable that the Ministry of Food should secure effec- 
tive control of dead as well as of live meat coming to Great 
Britain from Ireland, the Department undertook to regulate the

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export of the meat and offal of cattle, sheep, and goats 
slaughtered in this country. The exercise of the powers con- 
ferred by the Meat (Licensing of Export) (Ireland) Order neces- 
sitated certain adjustments and extensions of the Branch’s 
arrangements in connection with the Maintenance of Live Stock 
Order, but in all those arrangements it was found practicable to 
keep steadily in view the effectiveness of the regulations with 
regard to the slaughter of immature and breeding stock, while 
at the same time providing for the systematic control of meat 
exports. As far as Great Britain was concerned, the main ob- 
ject of the control was to secure distribution by authorised con- 
signees at certain British centres. During the period from 15th 
July to 31st December, 1918, 160 persons were licensed under 
the Meat (Licensing of Export) (Ireland) Order to forward meat 
wholesale to these authorised consignees, and Permits for up- 
wards of 2,000 tons of meat and offal so sent were issued by 
Departmental officers from the following Irish centres, viz.', 
Dublin, Belfast, Cork, Drogheda, Londonderry, Waterford, and 
Wexford ; but no consignment of meat was allowed to be ex- 
ported by any Licensee until it was found free from disease and 
fit for food after examination by Veterinary Inspectors appointed 
by the Department for the purpose; nor was any immature 
animal allowed to be slaughtered for the purpose of exporting 
the meat. 


VII. TRANSIT OP ANIMALS. 

Throughout the year 1918 the regulations with regard to the 
protection 0 of animals from suffering during transit by land and 
sea, and, the methods of ensuring proper disinfection of vessels, 
railway vehicles, etc., used in such transit, were enforced with 
the customary thoroughness. The amount of live-stock traffic 
was not so great as in the preceding year, although it exceeded 
that of 1915. Nevertheless, the volume of live stock traffic 
transported on the railways, and the amount shipped to Great 
Britain, reached a high figure during 1918. It was necessary, 
therefore, that the usual strict supervision of the transit arrange- 
ments should be consistently maintained. Only a few minor 
causes of complaint, however, came under notice during the 
year. 

The Transit Inspectors attended a large number of fairs 
during the year under review, and in connection with these fairs 
inspected the arrangements for the conveyance of animals to 
and from railway stations. They also inspected the transit ar- 
rangements of railway stations on occasions other than fair days. 
They further made numerous visits to swine and cattle lairs, 
and carried out a large number of special inspections which were 
found necessary from time to time. 

The Department’s staff of Veterinary Inspectors and Ship 
Inspectors at the various Ports in Ireland maintained then cw- 
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tomary supervision over the live-stock traffic, both as regards 
animals presented for shipment and those arriving at the Ports 
from Great Britain. This work of supervision was carried out 
as efficiently as usual, in addition to duties arising from the 
regulations regarding animal diseases. There, is. still room for 
improvement at certain Ports in the arrangements for feeding 
animals prior to their shipment. Borne of the inspection yards 
in which the animals are detained before exportation are still 
unprovided with means for securing the issue of a proper food 
ration to the animals. 

Over a million and a half animals were presented for ship- 
ment and for examination by the Portal Veterinary Inspectors 
with regard to freedom from disease and fitness for transit. 

In view of the abnormal dangers run by cross-Channel ves- 
sels during 1918, and ordinary weather risks, casualties to live 
stock in sea transit were remarkably few, and represented a very 
small portion of the total number of animals shipped.
